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INDOOROOS’

AUSTRALIA’S “Indooroos” have a second 
to none chance to show their mettle in the 
upcoming World Indoor Cup competition. 


After two years of un- 
remitting labour led by 
chairman Charles Per- 
kins and president Joe 
Brent, the 16-nation 
series kicks off with a 
gala opening ceremony 
at The Palace, Bruce 
Stadium, Canberra on 
Thursday week, Octo- 
ber 20. 

Australia meets Italy 
in the game of the open- 
ing night. 

It is a great honour for 
Australia to host the 
third-ever Indoor Cup, 
coming as it does in the 
Bicentennial Year. 

Moreover, the success 
of the outdoor Bicenten- 
nial Gold Cup in July 
points to a rejuvenation 
of the sport generally. 

After matches spread 
through Canberra, Wol- 
longong, Melbourne, 
Moe and Geelong, the 
series comes to a hectic 
climax in Melbourne. 

The Melbourne En- 
tertainment Centre will 
provide a first-class 
venue for the semi-finals 
on Saturday, October 29 
and the final on Sunday, 
October 30. 

This is only the third 
time the World Indoor 
Cup has been staged. 

Brazil, as classy in in- 
door football as out- 
door, won the honours 


on both previous occa- 
sions, the 1982 series 
being held in Brazil and 
the 1985 in Spain. 

Australian coach Nick 
Nicolopoulos is deter- 
mined that his team will 
move on from the 
elimination to the qual- 
ifying rounds, just as the 
Socceroos did at the 
Olympic Games. 

He said: ‘“‘We have 
high-quality opponents 
in Italy in the opening 
game in Canberra, and 
follow up against Uru- 
guay and Hungary in 
Melbourne. 

“When we competed 
in 1985 we only had five 
months in the sport, and 
secured one win and two 
losses in our group. 

“Our big 
breakthrough came on a 
tour of Brazil the 
following year. 

“*Technically we 
started to come of age, 
although we lost all 
eight games. 

“‘Then, with the 
James Hardie National 
Indoor Soccer League 
providing the base, our 
players have advanced 
in leaps and bounds.” 

Teams under FIFU- 
SA rules consist of a 
goalkeeper, stopper, 
two midfielders and a 
striker. Seven changes 


are allowed. 

Brazil produces the 
world’s best Soccer play- 
ers. It is no accident that 
they all come through 
their indoor ranks, 
bound for stardom. 

Australian fans will 
find that the skill and ex- 
citement produced by 
footballers of this 
calibre are unbelievable.

Meanwhile, Austra- 
lian captain Robbie 
Stuart is ready for the 
fray. 

“Our chances of prog- 
ressing in the World 
Cup have been en- 
hanced by our experi- 
ence over the past four 
years,” he said. 

“We know the Uru- 
guayan style, but we are 
yet to learn the way that 
Italy and Hungary play. 
By the same time token 
they know little about 
us. 

“The crowds will be 
thrilled by our ball play- 
ers — Radovan Filipo- 
vic, the Osmans and the 
Antanosovskis. 

“Players like Glen 
Jeffery, Steve Knight, 
Col Simpson and Richie 
Barnard will keep Aus- 
tralia well in the event.” 

So it’s best wishes to a 
courageous Aussie 
team, and for success for 
the Australian Indoor 
Soccer Federation in the 
biggest event they could 
possibly stage.

Steve Gojevic, Goce 
Dimovski, Mike McLel- 
land and two youth team 
players have been given 
marching orders. 

“The board would 
like to express its regret 
at having to take this 
step but we feel it is in 
the interests of both 
yourself and the club,” 
teads the letter sent to 
the players which is 
signed by secretary Con 
Angelovski. 

All of the players are 
angered at the transfer 
fees suggested by the 
club in the letters. 

Steve Gojevic has 
been listed at some 
$35,000, Stewart, who 
was bought two years 


ago for $15,000, has 
been listed at $22,500 
and Campbell at his con- 
tract maximum of

Despite assurances 
that the transfer fees are 
“negotiable’’, Stewart 
called the $22,500 on his 
head “ridiculous”.

“I’m 
really up in arms about 
it, because the club re- 
lied so heavily on myself 
and Ronnie (Campbell) 
when they were in trou- 
ble last year. 

“T believe they’ve 
done the dirty on us, 
and given no real reason

DAVID MITCHELL 
and Eddie Krncevic 
won’t be available 
for most of Austra- 
lla’s World Cup 
qualifying matches 
against New Zea- 
land and Israel next 
year.

FLOREAT Athena have 
done it. They have 
completed an unpre-

The Perth Italia side 
went to a lot of trouble in 
tendering for the final 
series and then spending 
thousands of dollars in 
erecting a 2500 temporary 
stand opposite their own 
impressive grandstand. 

While the crowds were 
not overly impressive for 
the finals series, it was 
still an entertaining 
tournament and one that 
will become all the more 
exciting when the Soccer 
Commission bites the bul- 
let and makes it the 
tournament to decide the 
premiership. 

This year that was the 
way it was meant to be 
with clubs planning their 
season round a top four 
position to then challenge 
for the premiership. 

The new Soccer Com- 
mission of WA must 
make up their minds early 
what direction the com- 
petition will take in 1989. 

As far as I’m concerned 
the day of the straight out 
league premiership has 
gone, if promotion of the 
code is to have any 
meaning. 

The do-or-die one-off 
match is easier to pro- 


mote and provides far 
more excitement than 
does the league system 
where the champion 
might be known many 
weeks before the final 
ball is kicked. 


Also the season-long 
battle for the top four 
means that many more 
clubs are involved in the 
fight to qualify for a 
chance at the premier- 
ship.

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Persistence wins Rothmans for Glockner

STEPHEN Glockner 
was the forgotten 
man of Queensland 
Soccer — until last 
week when he won 
the coveted Roth- 
man’s Best and Fairest 
Medal. 

The 24-year-old striker 
from Olympic United 
could not have found a 
better way to remind 
those who had long for- 
gotten him that he was 
still a capable young foot- 
baller. 

The former young Soc- 
ceroo is now looking for- 
ward to regaining the 
limelight which moved 
away from him after his 
unhappy tour to the 
World Youth Champion- 
ships in Mexico in 1983. 

Glockner was a late in- 
clusion in Les Scheinf- 
lug’s talented squad 
which included the likes 
of Frank Farina, Jim Pati- 
kas, Tony Franken, 
David Lowe, Rod Brown 

- and Tom McCulloch. 

He had gained a late 
call-up when his con- 
sistently impressive 
performance in the Bris- 
bane City NSL team gave 
Scheinflug no alternative 
but to take Glockner to 
Mexico.

A transition of 
coaches was done 
on a successful note 
when North Star 
won the XXXX 
League grand final 
against Brisbane 
City at Perry Park 
last weekend. 

North Star, who were 
distant runners-up to 
City in the premiership, 
went into the game 
knowing it would be 
their last under the con- 
trol of Iain Fagan, who 
has led the club for the 
past five years. Fagan 
announced he was leav- 
ing to coach Division II 
club Inala City. 

Experienced Scots- 
man Billy Williamson 
was named as player- 
coach for next season 
and led by example to 
steer his side to its first 
top division grand final 
victory. 

Afterwards, William- 
son said he believed the 
timing of the announce- 
ment had worked in 
favour of North) Star 
tather than against their 
chances of winning, as 
many had tipped. 

“T think the players 
looked up to me during 
the finals,” Williamson 
said. ‘They all wanted 
to work hard and I think 
show me what they 
could do.” 

Williamson rated the 
victory as North Star’s 
“coming of age’’ in 


But the Queenslander 
only made a brief appear- 
ance in a warm-up match 
and watched the 
championships from the 
grandstand as a non-play- 
ing reserve. 

“It was a great experi- 
ence but I would be less 
than honest if I didn’t say 
that I was extremely di- 
sappointed I didn’t get a 
chance. I felt very flat 
when I came back,’’ 
Glockner said. “I didn’t 
really feel I had been a 
part of it.” 

After Mexico, Glock- 
ner’s career went stale. 
His form slumped with 
that of the City NSL team 
and his goalscoring touch 
deserted him. 

After five years at the 
club, he opted for a move 
to salvage his career and 
was enticed to Olympic 
United. It was to be a 
move which paid di- 
vidends for the XXXX 
League club, but initially 
earned Glockner little 
praise. 

Despite often playing a 
lone role up front, Glock- 
ner continued to score the 
goals, yet never grabbed 
the headlines in a team 
which was often consi- 
dered among the also- 
Tans. 


But Glockner was 
persistent and determined 
in the belief that if he con- 
tinued to do his job, rec- 
ognition would come his 
way. Indeed, those at 
Olympic had no doubts 
about Glockner’s worth 
and moved quickly to re- 
tain their striker when he 
had thoughts of a move 
back to City last year. 

“Olympic have been 
good to me and I have no 
regrets about playing with 
them for the past three 
seasons. A lot of people 
rubbish the club, but 
everyone connected with 
Olympic are football lov- 
ers,” he said. 

Olympic’s commitment 
to football was empha- 
tically underlined by the 
Rothman’s leader board. 

While Glockner scored 
22 points to win by two 
votes from Ipswich Un- 
ited midfielder Steve 
Bradford, the next two 
players on the leader- 
board were also from 
Olympic United. 

Midfielder Cheetha 
Vosuga polled 19 points 
while the versatile Paul 
Barry was fourth with 17 
points. 

Having two team-mates 
poll so well further under- 
lines Glockner’s effort in 
winning the Rothmans 
Medal, which was the 


50th presented by Roth- 
mans of Pall Mall in 
Queensland football 
(three codes). 

Glockner said he had 
expected to poll well, but 
thought he had not picked 
up enough late-season 
votes to be a winner. 


While the medal win # 
underlined that there is { 


still plenty of football left 
in Glockner, the striker is 
keeping his future options 
open. 


He says he would love 


to play National League 
again, but is not so keen 
to move to Sydney or 
Melbourne. 

“My wife and I have 
just bought a unit in Bris- 
bane and I have a secure 
job with an aviation firm. 
I know what it’s like in 
Sydney and Melbourne 
and I can’t see myself 
heading South,” he said. 

“But if another Bris- 
bane team got back in or 
a combined team was en- 
tered, I would like to be 
part of it. It would be a 
good opportunity to re- 
mind a few people down, 
south just what I can do.”

Queensland Soccer and

His tireless 
efforts, in energy-sap- 
ping heat, kept North 
Star in the game during 
a strong City first half 
and put them in the box 
seat in the latter stages 
of the game. 

The turning point in 


the match came when 
City substituted midfield 
anchorman Andy Chap- 
man in the 70th minute. 
With Chapman out of 
the centre of the park, 
Swan, and his younger 
brother Ross, had a field 
day. The pair created 
numerous opportunities 
for their frontrunners 
and only some classy 
goalkeeping by City’s 
Wayne Evans prevented 
the premiers from losing 
in normal time. 

“Once Chappy went

VER recent years AUSTRALIAN 

SOCCER WEEKLY has espoused the 

cause of the National Soccer League 
being comprised of two divisions of ten 
teams each. 

Little notice appeared to have been taken of the 
reasoning, but recently economic circumstances have 
led some leading clubs to plainly express themselves 
as completely in favour of the change. 

It would be better for them to stand up and really 
be counted now, before financial insanity causes 
many leading clubs to close up shop. 

And it will certainly come to pass, if urgent reme- 
dial action is not taken. 

Remember how an insolvent league, loaded with 
almost $500,000 in debts, turned around by changing 
to two twelve-team divisions for the 1984 season. 

But, after reverting to one 14-team league, the 
NSL has debts and many clubs are seriously feeling 
the pinch. 

Twenty-four NSL clubs led to diluted standards — 
20 would not create undue problems. 

No lesser a figure than $400,000 would be saved in 
airfares alone. 

Given the state of clubs, we could rest our case on 
that $400,000 alone. 

At this stage of its development, the Northern 
Division needs stable clubs from Brisbane, New- 
castle, Wollongong and Canberra (one apiece), and 
six from Sydney. 

The Southern Division probably calls for nine from 
Melbourne and one from Adelaide, or eight and two. 
Play-offs would be held at the end of the year. 

Let us next explore the known position of some of 
the clubs. 

One club is about to present financial statements 
showing a deficit of over $350,000, with interest 
a 5 
Another has to paddle its own canoe apart from its 
licensed club, and help is at least two years down the 
road. 

There is a club which is dependent upon the 
generosity of one leading supporter, who no doubt is 
looking for a way to stop the rot. 

Another has spoken up for commonsense, and has 
brought criticism from officialdom on its head. 

There is another club which wonders why it should 
go into hock to rejoin the league, after working like 
crazy to overcome its absolute insolvency. 

In the past ASW has spoken up for financial 
stability in club affairs. 

One bigwig has forecast that there won’t be one 
Greek-backed club in the NSL four years from now. 
Hard to believe? We wonder. . 

A couple of clubs are on top today, but they should 
be surveying the overall scene, and not looking at 
their own situations in isolation from the full picture. 

In the context of the standing of top Australian 
Soccer today, it is not the weight of votes by a few 
clubs that should count. 

It will have to be an overview of the state of the 
game. 

Down the track there must be other ways found to 
inject funds and rebuild the game. 

Meanwhile, a rescue operation is called for, with- 
out a moment’s delay. The future of the game de- 
mands it.

Its attempts to stop 
the AISF have also been 
thwarted, but this is not 
the end of the struggle. 


FIFUSA and its affili- 
ates are holding fast 
and, judging from the 
Spanish and Australian 
experiences, have no- 
thing to worry about 
concerning international 
survival. 

For the present it is 
true that the AISF is 
approximately 10% 
short of its World Cup 
budget. 

However, this is only 
a cash flow problem and 
arrangements have been 
made for the deficit to 
be absorbed outside the 
AISF until the end of

Perhaps we have be- 
come a little spoilt by 
the excellent cover given 
to major tournaments 
by SBS, but surely the 
Olympic competition 
which kicked off with 
Australia’s magnificent 
victory over Yugoslavia 
deserved more than a 
few snatches of live ac- 
tion sandwiched be- 
tween interviews and re- 
plays of other events 
held earlier in the day. 

Even my usual enthu- 
siasm was somewhat 
dampened by the lack of 
continuity provided by 
these telecasts and I pre- 
ferred to listen to the 
ABC radio broadcasts 
instead. 

It’s a sad state of 
affairs that in this day 
and age of superior tele- 
communications fans 
are forced to turn the 
clock back 20 years to an 
era which has almost 
been forgotten. 

Let’s for one moment 
put aside the traditional 
bias which has always 
existed towards football 
in this country. 

Other sports also suf- 
fered because of Net- 
work TEN’s attempts to 
cover a little bit from all 
events, which resulted in 
totally unsatisfactory 
telecasts for most. 

The Games are so 
gigantic, with many 
events held simul- 
taneously, that no one 
network can possibly 
give adequate coverage. 

Serious consideration 
must be given in future 
to sharing the Olympic 


telecasts between two or 
even three networks. 

I see nothing wrong 
with, say, the ABC 
given the rights for cer- 
tain events, SBS for 
others, including foot- 
ball, and a commercial 
channel exclusive rights 
for the opening and clos- 
ing ceremonies together 
with the remaining 
events. 

Schedules, which are 
known well in advance, 
can determine which 
network gets what 
sports to avoid major 
clashes. 

The huge cost of 
obtaining television 
rights could be propor- 
tionally shared between 
the networks involved. 

Viewers will thus be 
able to get a decent 
coverage of a particular 
event without having it . 
interrupted by others 
which hold little interest 
for them. . 

Unlike the World 
Cup, where 24 countries 
compete in one sport, 
the Olympic Games cov- 
er a multitude of events 
with just about every na- 
tion on earth involved in 
most. 

How can one televi- 
sion network possibly 
cover such a huge com- _ 
petition to everyone’s 
satisfaction? 

Barcelona 1992 is still 
four years away. For the 
sake of football fans and 
the followers of all 
sports, let’s hope that 
this vexing question of 
television coverage is re- 
solved with the best in-
